Red Cross Plans 
Send Christmas 
Boxes Prisoners 


The N avarro County Red Cross 
C hapter cannot accept private or­ 
ders for special C hristm as pack­ 
ages for United S tates servicem en 
held prisoner in enemy countries, 
Mrs. A. E. Haslam , home service 
chairm an of the the chapter, a n ­ 
nounced today. 
The Am erican Red Cross is pre­ 
paring; 10,000 
special 
C hristm as 
Coxes for distribution to United 
S tates prisoners, hut these are be­ 
ing paid for by the arm y and navy 
and none are available to fill spec­ 
ial orders from relatives of pris­ 
oners. 
Individuals who are next of kin 
of prisoners held in Europe, how­ 
ever, m ay m all C hristm as gift p a r­ 
cels directly to those prisoners by 
using labels provided by the gov­ 
ernm ent, but these packages m ust 
be m ailed im m ediately to insure 
th eir receipt hy C hristm as, because 
approim ately three m onths are re­ 
quired for delivery. Mrs. H aslam 
pointed out. 
Isabels for such parcels are fur­ 
nished by the United States pro­ 
vost general's office to the next of 
kin as soon as the governm ent is 
notified of a prisoner's nam e and 
the address of 
his 
internm ent 
camp. 
It Is not necessary to re­ 
quest the labels, but they are pro­ 
vided only to the next of kin. 
One of these labels is provided 
each 60 days and they m ay be af­ 
fixed to gift parcels for prisoners. 
This applies only to prisoners in 
E urope and not to prisoners of the 
Japanese, Mrs. H aslam explained. 
Mrs. Haslam said th at Jap an has 
not yet agreed to the tran sm ittal of 
package# to persons it holds pris­ 
oner. 
Food P a c k ag e s B eing P re p a re d 
In addition to the 10,000 special 
C hristm as boxes, the A m erican Red 
Cross is also 
preparing 
400.000 
standard food packages for distri­ 
bution to prisoners of w ar during 
the C hristm as season. 
These will 
he decorated w ith C hristm as m o 
tifs in red and green. 
Standard food parcels 
contain 
lunch' biscuits, cheese, 
chocolate, 
cigarettes, coffee concentrate, cor­ 
ned beef, dried fruit, liver paste, 
powdered milk, oleom argarine, or­ 
ange concentrate, pork 
luncheon 
m eat, salm on, soap and 
sugar. 
United S tates prisoners of w ar in 
E urope received one standard food 
parcel each week. Contents is pro­ 
vided by the U nited S tates gov­ 
ernm ent, but 
packing, 
shipm ent, 
and distribution are the responsi­ 
bility of the A m erican Red Cross. 
The special C hristm as packages 
differ from the standard parcels 
in th at they contain baked ham , 
fru it cake, fruit bars, jam , arm y 
spread, peanut butter, sugar coat­ 
ed and sw eet chocolate, hard can­ 
dy, candied nuts, on one gam e, in 
addition to cheese, coffee and cig­ 
arettes.
